‘SHIP'S COOK KILLED . 
‘BY BULLET. 


ACCIDENTALLY DISCHARGED 
- BY SECOND MATE. 


Giving ‘evidence yesterday at the 
Central Maglatracy at the resumed 
Inquest ‘on Hong” Ming-kival, who 
was killed by a bullot accidentally 
discharged from a rifle nboard the 
China Navigation s,s, Shantung on 
which he was employed as second 
cook, Mr, BE. G. Long,’ the Second 
Officer, “Htated that the accident oc- 
curred after the ship had arrived 
here on August 6. a8 

Police inspection was being 
carried out of the ship's anti-piracy 
armament, and after secing to it 
that the Russian guards’ arms wero 
handed over, he went to his cabin 
where ho took down his rifle from 
lts rack, “I thought I had bettor - 
untoad it before handing it over for 
inspection,” stated witness, “and 
proceeded tu do so, pointing tho gun’ 
to the deck at an angle of 46 de- 
grees, and working the ejecting © 
lever of the rifle. After ejecting 
three bullets, the fourth was dis- 
charged, I don't know why. 

“It was some moments before I 
could realise what had happened, 
as the discharge had given me a 
shock. I put the rifle on the deck, 
‘deciding to have nothing more to 
do with It. It was then that I 
found a hole in the deck where tho 
builet-had gone through: 

“Presently the steward came run- 
ning Into the eabin and -told me 
that somcone had been hurt in the - 
alleyway. ‘1 went down to Investi- 
gate and found the second cook 
lying in the alleyway. I examined 
him and found a wound in his 
slide.” : 

He had his aniform jacket on. 
Before proceeding to unload the 
rifle, it had occurred to him what 
might happen if it went off, ao he 
took all the necessary precautions, 
The weapon was the property of the 
‘Company, As far ns he could re- 
collect, he did not have his finger 
on the trigger, when it went off, but 
he agreed it wan possible that his 
thumb might have cnught. on the 
lever and cause the pressure neces- 
sary-for the discharge. . 

Jn summing up the facts, the 
Coroner (Mr. Schofighd) sadverted 
to the evidence of the Police 
armourer who had stated that the 
rifle was a very old pattern and 
had a very light pull-off, 

“The jury, after a short rotire- 
ment, returned a verdict of death 
hy misadventure. To thia thoy at- 
tached two riders: (1) That the 


.]China Navigntion Company should 


substitute modern rifles in place of 
the present ones, which are nearly 
40 years old; und (2) That instruc. 
tions should. be.given their juntor 
officers in the use of these firearms.

Although 
the best motor buses I suw on my 
tour were operated by private en- 
terprise, the best tram-cars were 
run by a Municipality. But not 
dn either New York or Berlin.

Thus, It happens that on 
November Ist each year a number 
of new men may enter the town 
council, und it is this period of the 
year which is the most anxious for 
the rate-payers and the permanent 
municipal officials. Reckless  pro- 
mises ire sometimes made to in- 
fluence votes, and it is on the eve 
of the municipal elections that un- 
sound concessions — to popular 
clamour are occasionally made, 
Such. concessions, which may lead 
to the undermining of the sound 
financial foundation of a trading 
undertaking, - would) never have 
been made by a private company. 
This is one of the evil possibilities 
of Municipal Socialism although, of 
course, the right type of candidate 
for Municipal honours would sacri- 
fice votes rather than be stampeded 
‘into an Jmproper promise. - 


Local Civic Spirit. 


Every movement, . however, 
throughout the ages, has had its 
abuses as-well as uses, and whereas, 
in this Colony, where cloctions 
through the medium of the ballot 
box art almost unknown, and where 
what I would describe os the true 
clyic apirlt fs confined to very small 
groups, it is very different in the 
cities and boroughs of Great Bri- 
tdin, In such places—wwhere the 
ratepayers clect.the councillors—it 
1s only natural that these rate- 
payers should keep a pretty watch- 
ful eye on those in whose power it 
ia to raise or reduce the rates.
